Retired Sumpter Township Police Chief 
James Pierce of Van Buren Township died 
July 26 at the age of 73. He had served in 
law enforcement for more than 45 years. 

Chief Pierce served as Sumpter Police 
Commander for two years under his best 
friend Police Chief Melvin Turner before 
being named police chief in 2006, a 
position he held for ten years. 

He was a Navy veteran, third-degree 
Tae Kwon Do Black Belt who taught 
karate, and retired as sergeant from the 
Detroit Police Department after 30 years 
of service, including 10 years as Mayor 


Coleman Young’s personal security officer. 
After retiring, he briefly served as a deputy 
sheriff in the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department before coming to Sumpter. 
After retiring from Sumpter, he was not 
ready to give up police work and returned 
to the City of Detroit Police Department in 
the Police Assistant Training Division. He 
finally retired from police work in 2018. 
After his death, a posting on the Sumpter 
Township Police Facebook page said: 
“Chief Pierce was a strong believer in 
family. He treated each of us as members 
of his family and changed the dynamic of 
the police department. He was proud to be 
the Chief of Police of Sumpter Township 


and equally proud of the men and women 
who make up the department. 

“Chief Pierce created many opportunities 
for members of the department to excel 
through education and promotions, laying 
the foundation for our present balanced 
command staff and the robust, responsive, 
and efficient department we have today... 
Rest easy. We’ll take it from here.” 

Chief Pierce often talked about the 
motorcycle trips he loved to take with his 
beloved wife Regina. They had belonged 
to several motorcycle clubs. 

Services were Wednesday at the David 
C. Brown Funeral Home in Belleville. The 
full obituary is on page 7. 


Texas man bound over in VBT shooting death of semi-truck driver

After an hour-long preliminary exam 
on July 24, 34" District Court Judge Tina 
Brooks Green found there was probable 
cause to bind over long-distance truck 
driver Mark Anthony Shaw, 39, of Missouri 
City, TX to circuit court on a charge of 
shooting another long-distance truck driver 
from California in a Van Buren Township 
alley on June 28. 

His arraignment on the information was 
set for July 31 at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice in Detroit. He is charged with 
first-degree murder and felony firearm in 
the death of Stafford Segree, 47, of Van 
Nuys, CA. 

Before the exam began, Assistant Wayne 
County Prosecutor Ryan Elsey submitted 
the report by Assistant Wayne County 
Medical Examiner Dr. Nicole Croon on 
the June 30 autopsy. She reported Segree’s 
entrance and exit wounds were on his neck 
with stippling around the wound. Death 
was cause by a gunshot wound to the neck 
and manner of death was homicide. 
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Judge Green and defense attorney 
Christopher Quinn stipulated the written 
report could be entered for the exam only. 

There were to be three witnesses, but the 
prosecution decided there was no need for 
the owner of the trucking company to be 
flown in from California to testify and his 
affidavit was enough. 

First witness was Van Buren Township 
Police Sgt. Ryan McCormick who testified 
he had been with the department for 17 
years. He said he was dispatched to a call 
just before 1 p.m. on June 29 to check ona 
semi truck with broken windows parked in 
the alley at 10850 Belleville Rd. 

He described the area as a shopping plaza 
with a mix of businesses on the west side 
of Belleville Road. He said there was a 
parking lot in front and dumpsters behind 
with a semi truck and truck just to the 
north. 

He said he noticed glass on the ground on 
the passenger side windows, which were 
not intact. The windows were broken on 
both the passenger and driver’s side. 

“I saw an individual leaning over to the 
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right on the driver’s side. I was able to 
unlock the passenger door and he appeared 
to be deceased,” Sgt. McCormick testified. 
He said there was an amount of blood on 
the man’s chest and shirt and on the floor 
as well. 

He was able to get identification for the 
driver. He also found a shell casing on the 
ground on the driver’s side of the truck. 

Prosecutor Elsey displayed body camera 
pictures of the truck, the shell casing, 
and the body in the truck upon arrival as 
exhibits 2, 3, and 4. 

Sgt. McCormick said the sign on the truck 
was BLVD Moving and he used the DOT 
number on the tractor. He said he made 
contact with the company’s owner, David 
Finbres in California. Finbres was able to 
provide video from when the truck was 
parked through the camera facing outward 
on the top of the windshield of the truck. 

Sgt. McCormick testified that the owner 
provided access to his system, which is 
cloud-based, and McCormick and the 
prosecutor could log in with a password. 
There were 59 individual video files 
between 9:30 and 10:30 p.m. on June 28. 

Prosecutor Elsey asked Judge Green if it 
was all right to show 12 minutes of videos 
in one-minute sections and he was given 
permission. The clips he showed started at 
9:42 p.m. and showed the truck pulling up 
behind another truck. The license plate of 


the other truck was visible. 

At 9:44 a person came from the other 
truck and walked to the driver’s side 
window. At 9:46 he ran to his truck and 
then came back. At 9:46 he walks back to 
his truck and at 9:48 he walks back slowly 
to the driver’s side. At 9:49, he walks back 
to his truck and a hand brushes his face. At 
9:50 his truck drives away. At 10:18, the 
truck drives up on the right of the victim’s

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City Council considers ways to fund $3-4M in streetwork

The Belleville City Council is considering 
how to fund the upgrading of all the streets 
within the city, with costs in the area of $3-4 
million. 

At a special meeting on July 26, the 
council listened to a report and discussed 
the issue for more than an hour, before 
ending that discussion and interviewing 
another candidate for city manager. 

Kari Blanchett, managing director of PFM 
Financial Advisors of Ann Arbor, laid out 
what is owed by the city and what ways 
money can be raised for road repairs. She 
presented a chart showing the details for the 
options of voted bonds, special assessment 
bonds, and Michigan Transportation Fund 
bonds. There were 10-, 15-, and 20-year 
terms for $3 million and the chart showed 
millages in the area of 3 to 4 mills. 

“Nobody would want to buy a home 
in Harbour Pointe because the roads are 
terrible,” said Councilman Jeremiah Beebe, 
who lives on another city street that also 
needs repairs, Church Street. 

“Nobody wants more taxes,” he said. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Ken Voigt said all the 
roads in the city have been evaluated and 
the really critical repairs are estimated at 
$800,000. 

Acting City Manager Steve Jones said he 
thinks they should bond for the whole thing. 

“It’s not going to go away,” he said of 
the deteriorating roads in the city. He said 
it would take $3-4 million to do the other 
places, too. 

Phase | of Harbour Pointe was estimated 
at around $620,000, but now it would be 
around $700,000. This is the “U” formed 
by the streets going in and out of the 
subdivision. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Voigt said the city could 
add $700,000 to the total with the people of 
the city assessed for the rest. 

Mayor Kereen Conley said one of the 
Downtown Development Authority bonds 
drops off in 2029. She suggested going for 
$3 million. 

“Prices are going up monthly,” Voigt said, 
referring to construction costs. 

“We need to come up with a number — 
three or four million,’ Mayor Conley said. 

Blanchett of PFM said she could run some 
numbers for them to consider. 

Councilman Tom Fielder asked how much 
they needed to pave all the roads. He said 
there could be special assessment districts 
for those areas that need more work. 

Councilman Beebe asked how much would 
it take to make all the roads in Belleville 
fall into the “good” or “better” categories of 
road evaluation. 

Mayor Conley asked what about five years 
from now? Those not really bad now could 


be really bad then. 

Voigt said, to give the council members 
some history, in 1972 the roads in the city 
were done and they are over 50 years old. 
Since then the Harbour Pointe and Victoria 
Commons subdivisions were constructed 
and paved. 

Council members agreed it wouldn’t be fair 
to have all the members of the community 
taxed to fix just the deteriorating roads in 
the two subdivisions. 

“We just went in and filled holes in 
Victoria Commons,” DPW Director Rick 
Rutherford reported. 

Fielder suggested the council throw in 
money from the State Transportation Funds 
to reduce the total needed. 

Blanchett said she could work up average 
cost for a typical house. 

Mayor Conley said that should be for 
one issuance of bonds for $3 million. 
Councilman Beebe said also for $3.5 million 
and $4 million. He asked Voigt where he 
would get the $700,000 to throw in. 

Voigt said they could scrape it together, 
such as from the fund balance, general fund, 
and road funds. 

Mayor Conley said the marijuana funds 
coming in would be good used to offset 
road repairs to help the community. She 
said a use for those funds has not been set. 

Blanchett said financial consultants want 
at least 20% of the budget in the fund 
balance. Council members noted they have 
been saving for a new building. 

Blanchett said the amount in the “Rainy 
Day fund,” the fund balance, influences 
interest rates. 

She said she would be back at the Aug. 21 
meeting and will get additional information 


to them before that meeting so council 
members could review it. 

Mayor Conley said roadwork wouldn’t 
be able to begin until next year, but they 
could get contractors in place late this year. 
Beebe said he would like Blanchett to set 
up a timeline. 

Blanchett said it’s better to know the cost 
of the project before you bond. 

“You don’t want bonds for 14 mills,” 
she said. Blanchett added that some 
communities are getting such projects fully 
grant-funded and grants are an option. 

James Krizan, candidate 

The council then gave an initial interview 
to James Krizan, current city manager 
of Lincoln Park, to fill the Belleville city 
manager position which is vacant. He 
told the council after they graduated from 
Eastern Michigan University, his girlfriend, 
now his wife, moved to Belleville and he 
visited the city often. Then they lived here 
together and enjoyed the walkability of 
the community. They now live in Allen 
Park. He holds a master’s degree in public 
administration from EMU. 

When he asked the council about their 
process to fill the city manager position, 
Mayor Conley said seven rounds of 
applications have come through since 
they posted the position. After the initial 
interview, the next step is a questionnaire 
of 32 questions which they give to the 
finalist applicants, allowing 10 days for 
completition. 

She said there were another two interviews 
set for July 31. 

“We hope to finalize a candidate soon!” 
Mayor Conley stated, adding that they are 
able to take some time because they have 


two capable people in acting positions now. 

After he left the meeting, the council 
agreed to put Krizan on the finalist list and 
send him a questionnaire. He would have 10 
days to complete it. 

For the July 31 special council meeting, 
set for interviews were Ryan Madis, who 
has completed the questionnaire and would 
be holding his second interview, and Steve 
Jones, acting city manager, who would 
have an initial interview since he recently 
applied. He was given a questionnaire and 
said he could complete it by July 31. 

Madis is village manager of Ortonville with 
a Master’s Degree in Public Administration 
from Western Michigan University and 
a Bachelor of Arts from the University of 
Michigan. 

The two interviews were held on July 31 
and then the council set other meetings to 
wrap up the selection process. 

A 6:30 p.m. special meeting was set for 
Aug. 7 before the regular meeting to give 
the second interview to Krizan after his 
questionnaire is complete. The mayor will 
be present by zoom, since she will be on 
vacation, and Councilman Tom Fielder 
will be fishing in Canada and would have 
no internet available. The alternate for that 
meeting, in case he was not available on 
Aug. 7, was Aug. 8 at 6 p.m. 

There are several vacations for council 
members in August, so the next meeting on 
the issue was to be late in the month. 

The council set a date for the decision 
on the city manager for a 6 p.m., Aug. 28, 
special meeting. Council members were to 
come with their top two candidates selected 
to begin the discussion. 


VBT DDA reconsiders Christmas lights

At the end of its July 25 regular 
meeting, Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority chairman Craig 
Atchinson asked if the board would like to 
revisit Christmas lights. 

The item was not on the agenda, but 
chairman Atchinson said the $12,000 cost 
paid for Christmas lights disturbed him. He 
asked if board members wouldn’t like to 
revisit that and look at something different. 

He said in the past they bought a 
Christmas display from Frankenmuth and 
the items were destroyed. 

Board members said they liked the 
Christmas lights which gave everyone a 
good feeling. 

The board didn’t take any formal action 
but directed Executive Director Merrie 
Coburn to get some pricing. 


Atchinson asked the board to think of 
other ideas to create a focal point at the 
park. 

Board members said they are not opposed 
to holiday lighting but want to make sure 
the DDA is checking pricing before the 
board is asked to approve a contract with 
a company. 

In other business at the July 25 meeting, 
the DDA board: 

e Voted to change the meeting time until 
the end of the year to 3 p.m., from the 
previous 5:30 p.m. The meeting time is 
at the discretion of the chairman. Because 
of having problems with getting a quorum 
and having to wait a half hour to begin for 
two meetings in a row, the July 26 meeting 
was held at 3 p.m. and they had a quorum 
by 3:02 p.m. Joyce Rochowiak said 
because of her greenhouse business she 
wouldn’t be able to come at 3 p.m. from 


April through July because she’d be selling 
flowers, but other months she could make 
it. Victor Delibera said it was important for 
all members to be able to come and their 
businesses should not be interfered with; 

e Approved the low quote of five of 
Superior Concrete at $10,250 to clean and 
reseal all existing stamped concrete on the 
DDA property located at 10151 Belleville 
Rd. The original contractor, Norway 
Landscape, did the work two years ago. 
Its cost for this year was $13,900, so at the 
June meeting the board tabled action and 
asked for additional quotes; 

e Approved the 2023 amended and 
2024 proposed DDA budgets, which now 
are passed on to the township board to 
consider during budget sessions in August 
and approval by the end of the year. 
The DDA’s finance committee met on

Talking trash in Van 
Buren Township 


To the editor: 

I NEED TO TALK SOME TRASH! 
Trash pickup that is, in Van Buren Twp. 

Van Buren Twp has been on a media 
blitz saying, as of this month (7/23) “Trash 
Pickup” as a covered/free benefit for VBT 
property owners would be ending, period. 
The only options I saw offered were, what 
type of trash pickup options did property 
owners wish to pay for and how would 
this new, chargeable trash service be billed 
(added to property taxes or water bill, etc). 

I need to explain about the covered trash 
pickup benefit for property owners in VBT 
that originated about 30 years ago as part 
of the host community agreement with the 
Waste Management landfill located east 
of I-275, west of Hannan, between Ecorse 
and Van Born. 

Then VBT Supervisor David Jacokes 
(served two terms from 1988-1996) 
negotiated the host agreement to include 
free trash, recycle, yard waste pickup 
as well as free drop off at the landfill 
for all VBT residents. The current VBT 
administration has voiced that Waste 
Management has NO desire to renew 
the free trash benefit in the new/renewal, 
negotiated VBT host agreement. The only 
part of the trash benefit that survived the 
negotiations is no charge/free drop off by 
VBT residents at the WM landfill. 

As I understand it, currently each 
property owner will be billed $168 this 
year on their property tax bill! ... as well as 
an undetermined dollar amount every year 
following this year. 

BUT, BUT, BUT WAIT, YES, WAIT 
JUST A MINUTE ... 

The WM landfill pays millions of dollars 
in “Tipping Fees” to Van Buren Township 
EACH YEAR! For about the last six 
years the tipping fees were held until the 
infamous Visteon bankruptcy lawsuit (see 
attachments) was settled. Well, it’s now 
been settled! Which opens up a whole 
new conversation “WHY” a portion of the 
millions of WM landfill “Tipping Fees” are 
not even being considered to underwrite 
the cost of trash pickup in Van Buren 
Township! 

In my opinion, paid trash pickup in 
VBT belongs in the “Same Lane” as the 
WM landfill. WM no longer desires to 
underwrite the cost of trash pickup for VBT 
residents. OK, so, why not use a portion of 
the tipping fees to pay for trash pick up for 
VBT residents? 

WHY is this even a topic? This is not 
rocket science. In my opinion, the WM 
landfill, the tipping fees (revenue brought 
in to VBT), and paying for trash pickup all 
belong together. Paid trash pickup service, 
for the host community (VBT) should 
be, first and foremost use of the revenue 
generated from the WM landfill. 

It’s feeling more like some hokis/pokis or 
sleight-of-hand. 
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If there’s enough interest, a date 
can be scheduled to attend a Board of 
Trustees meeting in August/September. 

If you’re in a similar mindset with my 
thoughts, this topic needs to go viral in 
VBT neighborhoods.

attempt,” the news release continued. 
“While Michigan’s recall law is an 
important option available to citizens to 
hold representatives accountable for 
wrongdoing, it is not intended to overturn 
the will of the majority of voters.

Republican Rep. Cam Cavitt of 
Cheboygan confirmed he also received a 
recall petition for supporting a procedural 
vote to name Rep. Joe Tate, D-Detroit, as 
House speaker. 

Later, another Democrat, Noah Arbit of 
West Bloomfield and another Republican, 
Donni Steele of Orion, were added to the 
recall list. 

Recall petitions targeting Democrats 
focus on their support of hot-button issues: 
Coffia and MacDonell for “red flag” gun 
legislation signed this spring by Gov. 
Gretchen Whitmer; Conlin, Miller and 
Churches for the expansion of the state hate 
crimes law to include LGBTQ residents. 

The petitions were filed by local 
Republican activists or past candidates for 
office in the sitting lawmakers’ districts. 

On Aug. 1, Michigan’s Board of State 
Canvassers was set to meet to determine 
whether the petitions can proceed. Before 
organizers can begin collecting signatures, 
the board must review whether the recall 
language is clear, factual and addresses 
conduct that occurred while the lawmakers 
were in office. 

In a statement, House Speaker Tate said 
House Democrats are taking the recall 
threats seriously and will “fully support 
and defend those targeted.” 

If even one of those recalls makes it to 
the ballot, it could jeopardize Democrats’ 
newly won control of the House, the 


Bridge report said. There currently are 
56 Democrats and 54 Republicans in the 
House. 

A public official facing recall would 
need to fend off challenges from opposing 
political parties at the next scheduled 
election, and the winner would serve out 
the rest of the term. 

But Michigan recall rules make it hard 
to oust a sitting lawmaker. To get the recall 
efforts on local ballots, organizers would 
have to collect thousands of signatures in 
60 days — enough to match or exceed the 
25% of total votes for governor in each 
district in the 2022 election.

July 17 to finalize the budget. Township 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara said that 
Executive Director Coburn will get a 3% 
raise, following the AFSCME contract. 
She said she was hired at $80,000 and 
this will move her to $82,400. The only 
major expenses anticipated for 2023 are 
the already expensed $1.137 million for 
the multi-use theater in the community 
center and the right-of-way acquisitions 
for the Belleville Road Widening Project, 
which are anticipated more than $575,000. 
Income for 2024 is expected to be slightly 
higher than in 2023 because of the rise in 
taxable value. “We’re in good shape,” said 
chairman Atchinson, noting that the ending 
balance is more than $5 million, which is 
“fantastic” ; 

e Approved the building-use application 
of The Sweetest Delivery for 10 a.m. to 
1 p.m. on Saturday, Sept. 23. Vershion 
Butler of Van Buren Township said the 
meeting will bring together women of 
deceased children to discuss ways they 
are using to recover. Butler said a minister 
and clinical psychiatrist will be on hand. 
Coburn said the DDA charges $25 to use 
the building with a $100 damage deposit 
that is returned if there is no damage. She 
said she would come in to open and close 
the building, although the locks allow that 
to be done by computer. The DDA said for 
her to use her discretion and there is no 
need for her to be there; 

e Approved the scope of work proposed 
by Wade Trim engineers for not to exceed 
$47,500 for submittal of the MDOT/ 
SEMCOG Transportation Alternatives 
Program (TAP) Grant. This is for 
development of a consistent pedestrian 
pathway along Tyler Road east of Belleville 
Road. This project will develop a 1.5- 
mile, non-motorized path within the DDA 
district to enable safe pedestrian and bike 
travel from residential neighborhoods on 
the eastern side of the township to the new 
community center. The proposed project 
will complement the recently awarded 
Safer Streets for All grant of $384,900 
to the township for the sidewalk gaps on 
Tyler Road west of Haggerty; 

e Heard Coburn report she had talked 
with Ken Voigt of Belleville about the 
suggestion the DDA offer poles in its 
streetscape to give enough room for all the 
Belleville High School seniors to have their 
banners hung at once, starting in Belleville 
and running into Van Buren Township. 


She said Voigt told her there were 225 
banners, 18x48”, and the cost of $10 each 
has been covered by the Belleville Yacht 
Club. There is a question of who would 
hang the banners in the township, since in 
Belleville volunteers do that. She said Voigt 
suggested the DDA might also partner with 
the Belleville Area Council for the Arts 
for their art banners, which are $5 each. 
Atchinson also suggested businesses might 
want to advertise on banners on poles in 
front of their businesses. Coburn said she 
is looking into it; 

e Learned the DTE gas line through the 
DDA’s landscaping at Ecorse and Belleville 
roads has been discussed with DTE and 
DTE said it would restore the landscaping 
to its original design. This project to bring 
a second gas line into the township is due 
to be complete by October; 

e Heard Coburn report that Wade Trim 
is working to complete the design concept 
changes suggested and also working to 
create an overlay rendering of what the 
Belleville Road Widening Project will 
look like when complete. She has been 
advised that funding for the project made it 
out of committee and in the House bill the 
amount was only for $500,000. Staff will 
continue discussion with Wayne County 
for the possibility of advance construction 
for future years of TEDFC funding;

benches to be put along the streetscape 
between Harmony Lane and the bridge 
for walkers, possibly on the former DNR

truck. The man runs from the left of the 
camera down the alley and at 10:22 walks 
back from the alley to the driver’s side of 
the victim’s truck. At 10:24, he walked 
back down the alley and put something in 
a dumpster. 

Sgt. McCormick said they found a towel 
in the dumpster. Video was also shown 
from 10:25 and 10:26 p.m. 

Sgt. McCormick said after he obtained the 
video, police detained a truck with driver 
parked in gas station i. ay | 
at Belleville Road and || i 
Michigan Avenue, from 
2.5 to 3 miles away. It | 
was after 3:30 p.m. on 
June 29. The license 
plate on the truck was 
the same as that in the 
video, Sgt. McCormick 
said. 

Sgt. McCormick identified the defendant 
in the courtroom as being the person who 
stepped down from the driver’s seat of that 
truck at the gas station. 

He said the driver appeared to be wearing 
the same attire as the driver in the video.

Quinn asked about whether a gun was 
recovered from the defendant’s truck and 
he said he believed there was but he didn’t 
have information.

9mm and the gun found in the truck with 
the defendant was a 9mm Glock. Pictures 
showed what was found in the truck, 
besides the gun, and there were slides or 
sandals and Shaw had them on when he 
left his vehicle while being arrested. One 
fell off his foot. There also was a phone 
cord with an adapter that was plugged in 
between the sleeping area and the front. 

Quinn asked if the defendant’s gun 
matched the shell casing and Det. Long 
said he didn’t know. He said they are 
waiting for a report from the Michigan 
State Police Crime Lab and sometimes it 
takes 3-4 months to get a report. He said 
a gun also was found in the victim’s truck 
and it also was 9 mm. That gun also is with 
the MSP for a report. 

Prosecutor Elsey then asked the judge to 
bind the defendant over to circuit court for 
trial. He said the gunshot was front to back 
and down to up, consistent with the victim 
being shot from the window. He said there 
was a heated discussion and interaction 
shown by the video clips. 

He said at 10:18 p.m. the video showed 
the defendant running toward the truck and 
clutching something on the right side of 
his body. He ran back and returned with a 
pair of black gloves and began rummaging 
in the truck. He deposited a towel in the 
dumpster and walked away with a white 
phone charger. He said the video clips had 
shown a reflection on the front window of 
the defendant on the phone. 

Quinn argued not to bind over. He said 
the case was brought too prematurely 
because they don’t have ballistics reports 
and whether the defendant’s gun was ever 
shot. He said it could be refiled later once 
they have the information. He said they 
don’t know who shot what. Quinn said 
there is no DNA evidence. 

The defense attorney said they say the 
defendant had the same clothes on but there 
was no blood. There was a large amount of 
blood on the alleged victim, he said. Quinn 
said the prosecutor has not met the goal of 
probable cause to bind over. 

However, Judge Green ruled there was 
probable cause to believe the defendant 
may have committed the crime and she 
bound Shaw over to circuit court. 

Shaw is remanded to custody, so no bond 
has been set and he remains in the Wayne 
County Jail.
